tion for larger production in the 
years to come, Equally import- 
ant, the success they have achiev- 
ed this year will confirm  confi- 
dence in the farming business and 
give added stimulus to further 
settlement and the cultivation of 
more of the vast areas of still idle 
land. An immigration ‘‘rush’’ is 
not to be expected until the war 
ends. But there is to be expected 
an enlargement of operations by 
those who are now on the land and 
a continuance of the landward 
movement that has gone on de 
spite the war. 

With the favoring factors, 
material and temperamental, Ed- 
monton’s people have the making 
of their circumstances for 1917 
largely in their own hands. _ It is 
reasonable to think that with the 
time that has elapsed and the re- 
adjustment that has been made 
we have ‘‘touched bottom”’ so far 
as business conditions, and condi- 
tions generally, in the city are eon- 
cerned, and that from this on we 
should find ourselves on the up- 
grade. We are now on a busi- 
ness basis, and depending upon 
ourselves and our own efforts for 
the future. The past is gone. If 
it has left a legacy that is un 
pleasant, we have at least got 
fairly started on the road to re- 
covery, and have an equipment of 
machinery which can be turned to 
account. With so much in our 
favor we may face the year with 
confidence that it will be marked 
by steady and substantial progress 
toward normal and stable condi 
tions.

These provin- 
cial officers could, of vourse, give 
directions to the Mounted Police 
or call on them for assistance, But 
the Mounted Police were and are 
not charged with the duties of 
liquor detectives. As to the sug- 
gestion of the writer that the 
Mounted Police piay poker when 
they should be attending to police 
duties, there is no reason why 
members of the police force should 
not play cards in their leisure time 
if they wish to. If they are so oc- 
cupied when they should be on 
duty it is certainly without the 
knowledge of their officers, who 
will without doubt deal promptly 
and drastically with any such 
cases as come to their attention,

the seed grain situation in the Peace 
River country says that there is sut- 
ficient seed wheat in the district for 
the needs of the coming crop season 
But it is in comparatively few hands 
The holders are generally speaking 
compelled to sell, and whether com- 
pelled or not would naturally like to 
realize on the present priees. A mu 
jJerity of those who need seed grain 
ere not in a position to purchase and 
pay cash. The necessary result, un- 
less some special measure are taken 
will be that some indefinite and prob 
bly large proportion of prepared 
land will not be sown next spring, 
when every interest demands that the 
possible maximum acreage shall be 
put under crop When it hid become 
evident that the crop of last season 
Was in large measure a failure, the 
enterprising settlers at once began to 
prepare for next year's crop, with the 
rerult that fully one-third more land 
is ready for crop than ever before in 
the history of the district. To allow 
any portion of this acreage to remain 
unsown would be a national as well 

a local misfortune. 

Speaking roughly about one-third 
of the acreage of the district is want- 
oc for wheat and two-thirds for oats 
The condition regarding seel cats dif 
ters materially from that regarding 
wheat.
